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fact, the insurer only guarantees the accidents^^ which a 
vessel suffers on her voyage, and not the necessary wear 
and tear" of a prosperous passage.

This part of the 
evil woold have disappeared had the whale fishery,** 
established by the Portagiiese govemment some years 
ago in the Soath Seas, received encouragement adequate 
to the support of it; and we most sincerely hope so 
patriotic a resolution will again be taken up. Of the 
article of hides not much can be said; your own discem- 
meni'^ has already informed you of the marks of distinc- 
tion between good and bad; indeed, this is a commodity 
so little differing in the various parts of the world, that 
it requires very little explanation. We shall merely ob- 
serve, that Brazil hides are, in general, of a middling 
size, of strong texture,*® and fine hair. Our sellers 
generally dry and stretch** them, but nothing more; we 
have seen very few instances of their being tanned.^ 
We purpose transmitting you, by the first opportunity, 
a printed list, of our custom-house duties,'*' which is in 
preparation,^* and we shall not neglect to speak of our 
money concerns in due time. Tobacco forms another 
branch of our exportation, and that which grows here 
is reckoned much superior to the more northern pro- 
ductions; and it is equally remarkable that this plant^* 
Is not to be found in perfection much farther south. The 
tobacco-trade has been farmed^ by the crown for a 
considerable number of years, at a large sum annually;

Cotton we expect to become another source*^ of 
wealth to the country, as the cultivation of this plant 
will now meet every encouragement. Hitherto all our 
produce necessarily went to Portugal, and we had no 
further inducement to cherish its growth** than the con- 
sumption^ which that small demand produced. In short,^* 
by far the greater part of the sources of this country s 
wealth is dormant for want of encouragement." 'A thou- 
sandth part of the ground is not cultivated, and the
